Mr Denpfer rofe to fabmit to the Houfe the 
motions of which he had given notice on a preced- 
ing day. He (irft begged leave to move, that, on 
this day fe’nnight, a Committee of the whole 
Houfe thould be formed, for the purpofe of taking 
into confideration the ads of the 24th of George 
III. chap.

The Speaker afked Mr Dempfter, whether there 
were any facts to be ftated which woald require 
evidence at the bar, exclufive of Coinfel?

Mr Dempfler did not deem it fo new as the

It was therefore equitable that they 
fhould now be heard, either in. pe:fon, or by their 
agents. ‘The molt proper agents in this cafe would 
be counfel. 

Mr Burke was of opinion, that it was very proper 
to adhere to old precedents ; but that if, ip any, in- 
{tance, they militated againft the unalienable rights 
of mankind, they loft their force and effigacy. And 
if the point now treated of fhould be the means of 
eftablifhing a new precedent, what injury could ac- 
crue from. it? The Jaws of nature, aod the difates 


of juftice, which entitled the fubjects even of the 


moft defpotic governments to a fair hearing on what 
would immediately affect them, ought nor to be fa- 
crificed to the minutia of technical forms. A rigid 
adherence to ancient rules, when they were not ap- 
plicable to the fubject of difcufion, had not unfre- 
quently been prejudicial. 

The Speaker and Sir Fames Erskine made fome 
further obfervations; after whom ; 

Mr Dundas rofe, and reprobated the fentiments 
and terms of the petition.

He 
made a total change in the political fy{tem of France, 
and was undoubtedly the moft able and upright mi- 
nifter that country ever had.

Two caules in fimilar circumftanecs, but of the 
utmoft importance to the clergy of Scotland on one 
hand, and to the proprietors of Jand and titulars of 
tithes on the other, were on Wednefday determiaed 
by the Court of Seffion as a Court of Commiffion of 
Tiends. ‘lhe miniller of Tingwall in Shevland,and 
the minifter of Cairney in Banffthire, purfued for an 
augmentation of their {tipends. Objeéted for the 
heritors of each parith; tft, that thefe minifters 
were already fufficiently provided ; 2dly, that each 
of their ftipends having been already once augment- 
ed fince the Union, the Court had no power to grant 
another augmentation under thd fame commiffion, 
nor to augment any ftipend which had been augment- 
ed and fettled by commiflions prior to the date of the 
prefent one in 1707; 3dly, that ic was no doubrthe 
object of the legiflature to give competent provifions 
to minifters, but not to delegate an unlimited and 
permanent power in the Court to augment .and re- 
augment ftipends at difcretion, till the whole tithes, 
which were the full fifth of the rent of each parifh, 
fhould be thereby exhaufted ; otherwife, why were 
titulars and patrons ordained to fell, and heritors to 
purchafe and pay for their own tithes? and feveral | 
fuch arguments ; 4thly, that the decifion of the 
Houfe of Lords, in the late cafe of the minilter of 
Kirkden, where they reverfed the decree of the 
Court of Seffion, which has given rife to fo many 
purfuits for augmemtations from fall corners of the 
kingdom, has been mifunderltood as to its real im- 
port or confequences, and does not meet the pre- 
fent objedion. 

The cafe was argued by the parties, and reafoned 
upon by the Judges with great refpeé to the clergy; 
but, after hearing counfel, and advifing mutaal in- 
formations, the Court fultained the objections, and 
difmiffed both proceffes. Counfel for the miaifter 
of Tingwal, Dean of Faculty, and Mr Robertfoo, 
the Procurator for the Charch ; agent, Mr George 
Cairncrofs, For the heritors, Mr George Fer- 
gufon and Mr Charles Hay; agent,-~Mr Joho An- 
derfon. Counfel for the minifter of Cairney, the 
Procurator and Mr William Miller; agent, Mr 
Colquhoun Grant. For the heritors, Mr Solicicor 
General Dundas ; agent, Mr Alexander Grant, jun. 

The buildings in the New Town, which a litle 
ago feemed to be at a ftand, are now going forward 
with briiknefs.
